In addition to Victor 
Gillespie, George Michael 
Bass, Georgina Camacho, 
Richard Layton, Pete Mellin-
ger, Lisa Padilla are also on 
the ballot this year. 
Also on the ballot are Propo-
sition "S" the community 

improvement bond for $5.2 
million to construct a public 
safety building, community 
center and river park; and 
Measure "T" to determine if 
the City should appoint a 
City Clerk or if the position 
should remain elective.  
Changes will be seen all over 
town if Proposition "S" 
passes as the bond will fund 
a new public safety building, 
community center and river 
park that will be enjoyed by 
all.

claimed the first National Fire Pre-
vention Week in 1925 not as a cele-
bration but in a way to keep the 
public informed about the impor-
tance of fire prevention. President's 
Coolidge proclamation stated "This 
waste results from the conditions 
which justify a sense of shame and 
horror, for the greater part of it 
could and ought to be prevented....It 
is highly desirable that every effort 
be made to reform the conditions 
which have made possible so vast a 
destruction of the national wealth." 
Fire Prevention Week is the first 
full week of October, this year it 
was from October 9 thru 14th. 
The Holtville Fire Department  vis-
ited students from preschool to mid-

Fire Prevention Week has its roots 
in the Great Chicago Fire which 
occurred on October 8, 1871. This 
fire killed about 300 people, left 
100,000 people homeless and de-
stroyed more than 17,000 struc-
tures. Legend has it that Mrs. 
O'Leary was milking her cow, when 
the animal kicked over a lamp, set-
ting the barn on fire and starting 
the blaze. The fire grew and swiftly 
took its toll, burning more than 
2000 acres in 27 hours. The city of 
Chicago quickly rebuilt, and within 
a couple of years residents began 
celebrating their successful restora-
tion to memorialize the anniversary 
of the fire with festivities. 
President Calvin Coolidge pro-
